In a pocket was found a-card on 
which was printed, ‘‘Kelly’s Island Wine 
Co., A. J. Lang, agent.

Across this card was 
written. ‘Please call Main 2243 or Cen- 
tral 1003."" These telephone numbers are 
those of the Security Building Co. of 
which Lang was a tenant, but were also 
used by Lang and several other tenants 
who had desk room in the building 
office. 

There was no evidence of an attempt 

at robbery. On the body were a valu- 
able diamond ring, a large diamond stud 
and a gold watch. In a vest pocket was 
n brooch with a pear! setting surrounded 
by diamonds. A pair of aluminum 
“knucks’’ and $5.08 were found in one of 
the trousers pockets. There also was an 
identification card of the Fidelity & 
Casualty Co. . 
Lang was single and boarded at the 
Weat Pine street address. Mrs. Gustav 
Strauss, proprietor there, said she did 
not believe Lang took hig own life. He 
had a revolver, she said, and was accus- 
toméed to carry it when he went out at 
night. 

Mrs. Strauss was shown the revolver 
found near Lang. She said Lang never 
uwned ‘such a weapon to her knowledge. 
It is an old-style .38 caliber weapon 
with a wooden handle. She said she 
had frequently seen Lang’s revolver, 
and that it was nickel-plated and of 
- 82 caliber. 

Left Home at 6:30 P. M, 

Lang left home about 6:30 p. m. yes- 
terday, telling Mrs. Strauss he was 
going out for the evening. Mrs. Strauss 
today said that she knew he sometimes 
played poker and she advised him not 
to take too much money with him. He 
laughed and said: “O, I've only got 
about $15 with me." 

Tang’s brother, Sigmund J. Lang, 
lives at the home of their niece, Mrs. 
Vivian Seligstein at 320 Skinker road. 
The brother and niece today said Lang 
Was prosperous and, so far as they 
knew, had nothing to worry about. They 
maid they believed he was killed in an 
attempt at robbery. 

At the Security Building office where 
Lang had desk room it was said no 
one there knew of a reason why he 
should have taken his life. He was 
thought to be prosperous.

RECOMMENDS BUCKWHEAT 
CAKES FOR THE GERMANS 


Kiel Professor Advises Growing of 
Cereal to Help Relieve Wheat 
Shortage. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2%4.—Prof. Kuhl of Kiel, 
after a series of scientific experiments 
tas reached a conclusion already known 
ta millions of American devotees of 
griddlecakes and syrup—namely. that 
buckwheat can be eaten by: humans. It 
{; a somewhat curious fact that in Ger- 
many, except in some parts of South 
Germany, this grain is used exclusive- 
lv as feed for animals. 

The Professor finds, however, that a 
mixture of 20 per cent of buckwheat 
flour with wheat flour gives ‘‘an elas- 
tic, tough dough, which rises well with 
yeast, and furnishes a_ well-tasting 
bread.’”’ 

In view of this, and also of the fact 
that buckwheat can be grown on land 
fit for nothing else, the Professor rec- 
ommends that it be used to eke out the 


wheat supply. 


SPAMSH SWINDLE IN NEW FORM 


Scotiand Yard Warus Public Against 
Sending Money to “Belgian.” 


LONDON, Feb. '244.—Scotland Yard 
warns the public against a new version 
of the old Spanish prisoner swindle. This 
time it is not a Spaniard who has hidden 
a war chest of the Carlists in an ac- 
cessible mountain and appeals to some- 
one to accept half the contents in re- 
turn for furnishing him with bail money. 
In the new version of the swindle it is 
a Belgian. The Belgian, on the death of 
his master in the siege of Liege, fled 
with 20,000 pounds sterling in Bank of 
England notes. He is now in trouble in 
Spain, and will part with half of the 
notes to anyone helping him out of the 
scrape with a little ready cash. 

A large number of these swindling let- 
ters have been sent to England, and 
Scotland Yard men suspect the game is 
also being worked in the United States. 


FRAGONARDS BRING ° $1,425,000 


Henry C. Frick Said to Have Bought 
Part ef Morgan Collection. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2%.—The famous 
Fragonard room, containing 14 pane! 
paintings, now in the J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan collection in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, has been purchased by 
Henry C. Frick for $1,425,000, according 
to a report published today. The an- 
nouncement of the sale of the Frago- 
nards to New York dealers by J. P. 
Morgan was made last Saturday. 

The Fragonards, the report states, will 
now be added to Frick’s collection in the 
gallery he has erected in connectiou 
with his new house at Fifth avenue 
and Seventieth street. 


MANSION PRISON FOR GERMANS 


English Provide Fine Quarters for 
Captured Officers. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Nearly $100,000, it is 
disclosed in a Parliamentary paper, has 
been expended by the British Govern- 
ment in fitting up Donington Hall, in 
Leicestershire, for the use of German 
officers in England as prisoners of war. 
Twenty thousand dollars was expend- 
ed for furniture alone, and the Govern- 
ment has been considerably criticized 
for such lavish treatment of German 
prisoners. Donington is one of the 
finest mansions in the Midlands. It 
stands in splendid grounds on the banks 
The ground floor of the 
building has been converted into’a club- 
house, and many batlirooms have been 
installed. 


TO OPERATE ON FEEBLE MINDED 


Nebraska Senate Passes Bill for 
Treatment of Wards of Institution. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 24.—The State 

Senate last night passed the bill pro- 
viding for surgical treatment of a cer- 
tain class of feeble minded and insane 
in State institutions. It had previously 
been amended so as not to apply to 
criminals. The intent of the bill is to 
parole from state institutions such in- 
mates if they will submit to cperations. 
The bill was drawn at the behest of 
the State Board of Contre! and provides 
that a board of physicians is to pass on 
each case, and none are to submit un- 
less they or their parents or guardians 
consent.

Tietzel said she is not positive of her 
daughter’s age, but thinks it is about 45 
years. 

When Mrs. Brandeweide was asked 
regarding her age she said she is 29 
years old. When pressed to tell the ex- 
act year of her birth she said she is not 
<vod at figures, but would let the law- 
vers figure it out to suit themselves. 

‘“‘How many years have you been mar- 
ried?” asked Moses N. Sale, who repre- 
sents Fuld. 

“IT was married to Brandeweide 
years ago,’’ she replied. 

“And how old were you when you 
were married?” continued the lawyer 
“This man is trying to cet me puzzied,’’ 
said Mrs. Brandeweie tw her counsc!. 
Alexander Young. “I am not good at 
arithmetic. I am 39 years old. and he 
can figure out whai year ! was born in.”

$75,000, $20,000 and she thought there 
were some others. She says she told 
Fuld she had no money in the banks 
upon which the checks were drawn. 

In cross-examination by Fuld’s 
coung#el, she admitted that from time 
to time Fuld had given her sums of 
money. She said she had never kept 
account of them. She said she had the 
use of Fuld’s automobile and that at 
times he boarded with her. She said 
he had often promised to marry her, 
but began talking about his family 
opposing the match and then pro- 
posed, she said, that she sign the 
checks to impress his relatives. 

Mrs. Brandeweide said she had told 
Fuld’s relatives, at his request, that 
she had inherited a large sum from 
her father, Peter A. Feldman, and 
that it was tied up in the courts.

Capt. Harding was an adjutant ‘

marines at the Philadelphia navy yard, 
while the Colonel was in the Philip- 
pines. For some time he had been at- 
tached to the office of the Judge Advo- 
cate-General of the navy at Washine- 
ton. He was married a few months 
ago, and his wife was expected to ar- 
rive here today. Capt. Harding's home 
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Were Driven 
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Within 30 minutes after Lyck

Text of Declaration, 

The text of the German declaration 
follows: 

“By motion of William L. Brooking, 
manager of the Green Commission 
Co. of St. Louis, the Imperial Gov- 
ernment makes the following decla- 
ration: . 

‘The cargo of the steamer Wilhel- 
mina, as well as the cargoes of ves- 
sels arriving in the future from Amer- 
ica with food for Germany, shall 
be sudject neither to seizure nor to 
selling right, nor to any other Gov- 


ernment measure taken in connec- 


tion with maximum prices, according 

to the measures already issued for 

homegrown wheat. 

“The cargo of the Wilhelmina, as 
wel. as all future similar cargoes, 
shall remain the property of the 
American owner and it can be sold 
by him ai any place at the price 
asked. | 

“F'ood coming in this menner to 
Germany shall not be used for either 
the army or the navy, or for any 
other Government purposes. ‘rhe 
American owners of such cargoes 
shall ke permitted to impose upon 
buyers the obligation that this food 
be not used for the army or the navy 
or for vther Governiue.t purposes.”’ 

In support of the contention that the 
German conservation regulations do not 
#pply to imported grains, Bvouking said 
today that Ruinanian grains had been 
freely dealt in since the beginning of the 
war and that at all times the prices 
on them had ranged much higher than 
the maximum prices for homegrown 
grains, in some cases nearly double.

in snow and through a desolate and 
swampy country, gained an impression 
of complete defeat and demoralization 
which scarcely can be ‘conveyed in 
words. Abandoned guns and automo- 
biles, wrecked and overturned wagons, 
sledges and ammunition caissons incum- 
bered the way. Rifles, blankets, knap- 
sacks and other equipment had been 
thrown away by the fleeing soldiers. 
Dead horses and an occasional fallen 
soldier were everywhere along the road- 
side. These things showed the condi- 
tions under which the hasty retreat 
had been accomplished. 
Abandoned Rifles in Streets. 

At street corners in Suwalki, Augus- 
towa, Lyck and other towns are great 
heaps of abandoned rifles and bayo- 
nets. Large bands of Russian pris- 
oners, many of whom surrendered with 
out firing a shot, were encountered 
along the way. The Russians in retreat 
Seem to have had only time enough to 
burn the horses on the German side of 
the frontier and destroy the livestock 
which they were unable to drive away 

This they did so thoroughly that in 
the l7-mile ride from Lyck to the 
frontier village of Prostken, for ex- 
ample, only one house with a roof on 
it was seen. The Russian part of Prost- 
ken and the Russian villages beyond 
have not been touched. For days past 
the correspondent has seen no living 
@pimals except those in the German 
columns and dogs and cats in villages. 
The bodies of sheep and cattle killed by 
the Russians have been left to decay 
by the roadside. 

The first phase of the campaign—the 
rhase resulting in the destruction of the 
Russian northern army—may be com- 


pared to a gigantic rabbit drive or sur- 
round, in which men were the prey. 

While the attention of the Russians 
was concentrated on the Warsaw line, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, quietly 
assembling an overwhelming force in 
East Prussia behind the Mazurian lakes, 
suddenly launched it in two columns 
against the unsuspecting Gen. Sievers. 

Retreat Was Cut Off. 

One column drove in from the South 
and threw back the Russians, who for 
months had been besieging the lake 
gateways to East Prussia and the other 
column from the North swung round in 
wide circles to the eastward, and to the 
southward, aiming to join hands with 
the southern German column and cut off 
the retreat of the retiring Russians. 

The two wings of the drive closed to 
the east of Suwalki and Augustowo only 
a few hours too late to catch the entirs 
army. Most of the units of the Russian 
forces, however, were bogged. 

The delay which enabled the remnant 
to escape was due to nature. The line of 
advance of the southern column lay 
through the belts of swamps which form 
a natural defense of the Russian fron- 
tier. It is almost without roads, and 
troops attempting to use the cross-coun- 
try trails became .almost hopelessly 
bogged. The correspondent saw columns 
of infantry, many of whom had passed 
through mires more than ankle deep. 
Detachments of soldiers assisted in 
dragging the guns forward through the 
mud, but their progress was extremel: 
slow. 

“Nature,”’ said the commander of one 
of the German corps engaged, to the 
correspondent, “always helped the Rus- 
sians. Two days of hard frost and we 
should have had every man.’’ The cor- 
respondent accompanied the right wing 
of the German armies engaged and it 
was to these troops that the heaviest 
part of the fighting fell.

Battle in Driving Snow. 


The battle in the suuth was of a 
unique character. Again nature aided 
the Russians. It was fought in a driv- 
ing snowstorm, a fierce cutting wind 
driving the flakes into the faces and 
eyes of the advancing Germans until 
they could scarcely see. 

When the Germans came to grips 
with the Russians they found their ri- 
fles so covered with ice and the muz- 
zles so choked with snow that the wea- 
pons could. not be fired. The troops, 
and these were under arms of one of 
the newly formed corps, were left only 
with their bayonets, but they stuck to 
their work despite heavy losses. 

The Russians were assuming the of- 
fensive when artillery, which hitherto 
had been unable to get up through the 
forests to the south of the Mazurian 
Lakes, arrived just in time and turned 
the scale. The.troops of this column 
pressed forwaraG along the fairway, only 
a dozen miles wide, between the Ma- 
zurian Lakes and the Russian frontier, 
driving the Russians before them, but 
they were forced to turn three times to 
peat off the flank attacks from the 
south. 

The Rusian commander in chief made 
desperate efforts to come to the help of 
this army, whose plight by now was 
recognized. He sent in a column of 
troops from the Fortress of Lomza and 
from Kolno and from the fort at Osso- 
wetz. Each time the German commander 
faced a part of the troops to the south, 
defeated the Russian relief columns and 
then continued his march. 


Retreat in One Direction, 

The retreat of the Russians on this 
part of the field of operations could be 
made ir one direction, namely, th» 
rortheast, as the swamp belt prevented 
their escape to the east or south. 

The troops from the center and north 
flank of the Russian position were by 
this time in full retreat eastward and 
southeastward, and under pressure, from 
the pursuing German forces, converg- 
ing on the Russian column, all aiming 
for the only remaining egress from the 
circle to the eastward of Suwalki. 

The Russians apparently became des- 
perately jammed and on Feb. 16, when 
the correspondent arrived at Grajevo 
on the heels of the entering German 
troops, the German commander was al- 
most confident that the bag would be 
complete. Then came the delay in get 
ting the flanking column across the 
fwamps to close the hole in the ring, 
and Gen. Sievers, with all his higher 
officers, and the remnant of his army 
got away. 

That the Russian commander was 
able under such road conditions to 
bring off as much artillery and trans- 
port as he 4id is, in the opinion of Ger- 
man experts, a most laudable achieve- 
ment. The roads are very narrow and 
obstructed with deep drifts of snow. 
Each drift usually is indicated by a 
cannon standing on its end or by a 
freight automobile which has been 
overturned in a ditch, showing that the 
Russians had suffered from the same 
obstacles. Several of the main roads 
were tried, but they were utterly im- 
passable on account of the snow. 

A picturesque scene, reminding one of 
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ARE ENCOURAGING 


a canvas by the Russian painter, Ver- 
estchagin, was witnessed on the trip be- 
tween Augustowo and Suwalki. The 
road is cut like a canyon for 20 miles 
through a deawe Russian pine forest and 
it formed the only available avenue for 
the advance’ of the German troops, 
which by this time had left the escaping 
Russian army to other hands, and were 
pressing forward to participate in a fur- 
ther operation. 

Along this 2 miles of roag@ was a 
solid stream of infantry, artillery and 
wagon trains, usually in three columns, 
moving irresistibly southward. The 
roadway was high pitched and slippery 
with ice. Smooth-shod horses were con- 
tinually going down. The infantrymen 
picked their way along the sides of the 
road. Almost every man was equipped 
with a staff which seemed to have been 
copied from Verestchagin’s soldiers. 

There was no stop or pause. The sol- 
diers ate as they marched. The horses 
were kept moving until they were 
through the woods, as there was no 
place to turn out and halt. For many 
miles before Augustowo was reached 
the same ceaselessly moving column of 
men, horses and guns had been encoun- 
tered—an, army 50 miles long was on 
the march.

Newspaper correspondents seeking in- 
formation regarding the proposals at 
the State Department learned only that 
the proposals were informal and that 
nothing concerning them would be di- 


vulged until such time as their accept- 


ance by Great Britain and Germany 
would make them formal. 
Consular Supervisien Suggested, 

In diplomatic circles it Was gener- 
ally believed that the suggestion had 
been made that American consular rep- 
resentatives or American organizations 
supervise the distribution of foodstuffs 
to the German civilian population. 

As for the proposals made to the bel. 
ligerents, it is known that they are of 
far-reaching importance. They were 
embodied in a confidential memorandum 
which both Ambassadors Page and Ger- 
ard were instructed by President Wilson 
to take up informally with the re- 
spective foreign offices at London and 
Berlin. 

The new communications are in no 
sense replies to the notes of Germany 
and Great Britain, though they relate to 
the same subject. They constitute what 
are described in diplomacy as ‘“‘informa] 
inquiries,’’ and frequently, if acceptable, 
become formal. 

It was recalled that a proposal for 
American supervision of distribution of 
foodstuffs was made by Germany, but 
could not be put into effect without the 
consent of all the belligerents. 

The Government War Risk Bureau, 
which insures the hulls and cargoes of 
the Evelyn and Carib, plans to reduce 
some of its losses by salvaging their 
cotton cargoes if possible. Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department 
and Assistant Secretary Peters dis- 
cussed a plan with President Wilson.

Colonel and Attacked Civilians— Japanese 
Marines Help Quell Riot

MANILA, Feb. 24.—Four hundred 
members of the mutinous Indian regi- 
ment, which revolted at Singapore, Feb. 
15, have been killed, as weil as seven 
German prisoners from the detention 
camp, who joined the natives when of- 
fered their freedom, according to re- 
ports of the uprising brought here by 
passengers from Singapore. The muti- 
neers are said to have killed all their 
officers save the Colonel and then at- 
tacked civilians, several of whom were 
Filled, including one woman. 

The revolt began without warning. 
Half the Fifth Light Infantry of Ben- 
galez on their way to Egypt, number- 
ing 5600, suddenly attacked and Ssub- 
dued the other half. Reports brought 
here are to the effect that the rebel- 
lious troops killed none of their Hindu 
soldiers who remained loyal, but they 
did kill some of their officers, 
including British and native. They 
then attacked the houses of ci- 
vilians, according to the stories, killing 
men, but sparing the women and chil: 
dren, who sought refuge on the trans- 
port Nile, lying in the harbor. The mu- 
tineers offered freedom to ajl Germans 
in the detention camp who would Join 
them. Only seven of the prisoners ac- 
cepted this proposal, the others pre- 
ferring to remain where they were. 

The half regiment which remained 
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loyal soon organized itself and started 
out to attack the mutineers. The troops 
were joined by Europeans of all age, 
who offered their services as volun- 
teers. [n the running fights which fol- 
lowed four-fifths of the revolting Indians 
are said to have been killed and it is 
believed only about 10 now remain in 
the country surrounding Singapore. The 
troops which were attempting to quell 
the mutiny were reinforced the following 
day by sailors landed from French, Brit- 
ish and Japanese warships. The revolt 
began at a time when there were no war 
vessels .n port. 

Other reports received here from Sing- 
apore are to the effect that there are 
rumors of unrest among the natives in 
Rangoon, Colombo and Java. 


An official report given out at Lon- 
don last night by the Bureau of Infor- 
mation said that the revolt of the na- 
tive troops was due to jealousy and dis- 
satisfaction concerning promotions. It 
was stated that in ‘a serious riot”’ 
which followed there was a “regretta- 
ble loss of life.” The casualties given 
were 2 persons killed, including eight 
officers, and others wounded. A com- 
munication issued later by the Colonial 
Office said 35 persons had been killed, 
14 of whom were residents of Singa- 
pore. The statement added that some 
of the rioters were killed and that a 
large number surrendered or were cap- 
tured.

STEAMER CARIB’S 
CREW IS RESCUED 


BERLIN, via London, Feb. 24.—A dis- 
patch from the American Vice-Consul 
at Bremerhaven declares the crew (30 
men) of the American steamer Carib, 
sunk in the North Sea, have been 
saved. It is understood, the Vice-Con- 
sul continues, that the Carib struck a 
mine in the Bight of Helgoland Mon. 
day afternoon. 

The Admiralty has communicated a 
memorandum to Commander Walter R. 
Gherardi, the American naval attache, 
pointing out that the destruction of the 
American steamers Evelyn and Carib 
was due to their not following the 
course prescribed by the German Ad- 
miralty to a point northwest of Helgo- 
land. The memorandum reiterates the 
assurance of the German Government 
as to the safety of the prescribed course. 

Capt. Smith of the Evelyn has been 
asked for a report as to the locality of 
the disaster.

BILL FOR ST. LOUIS 
OUTER PARK SENT 
TO ENGROSSMENT 


Measure Would Give to City 
and County Right to Vote on 
Establishment of System. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24.—Over 
the opposition of six members from St. 
Louis, the House this afternoon ordered 
to engrossment a 0o»bill permitting St. 
Louis and St. Louis County to vote on 
an outer park system. Although it was 
early demonstrated in the debate that 
the House was almost unanimous for 
the measure, Representatives Bittner, 
Chaney and Ehrman opposed it on the 
floor and offered amendments which 
would have defeated its purpose.

The measure will give St. Louis and 
St. Louls County a vote on the question 
whether the outer park system shall be 
established when 2 per cent of the legal 
voters in the district to be included pe- 
tition the Board of Aldermen and the 
County Court for such an election.

line of Russian retreat over roads deep 
in snow and through a desolate and 
swampy country, gained an impression 
of complete defeat and demoralization 
which scarcely can be ‘conveyed in 
words. Abandoned guns and automo- 
biles, wrecked and overturned wagons, 
sledges and ammunition caissons incum- 
bered the way. Rifles, blankets, knap- 
sacks and other equipment had been 
thrown away by the fleeing. soldiers. 
Dead horses and an occasional fallen 
soldier were everywhere along the road- 
side. These things showed the condi- 
tions under which the hasty retreat 
had been accomplished. 
Abandoned Rifles in Streets. 

At street corners in Suwalki, Augus- 
town, Lyck and other towns are great 
heaps of abandoned rifles and bayo- 
nets. Large bands of Russian pris- 
oners, many of whom surrendered with 
out firing a shot, were encountered 
along the way. The Russians in retreat 
Seem to have had only time enough to 
burn the houses on the German side of 
the frontier and destroy the livestock 
which they were unable to drive away 

This they did so thoroughly that in 
the l7-mile ride from Lyck to the 
frontier village of Prostken, for ex- 
ample, only one house with a roof on 
it was seen. The Russian part of Prost- 
ken and the Russian villages beyond 
have not been touched. For days past 
the correspondent has seen no living 
animals except those in the German 
columns and dogs and cats in villages. 
The bodies of sheep and cattle killed by 
the Russians have been left to decay 
by the roadside. 

The first phase of the campaign—the 
phase resulting in the destruction of the 
Russian northern army—may be com- 
pared to a gigantic rabbit drive or sur- 
round, in which men were the prey. 

While the attention of the Russians 
was concentrated on the Warsaw line, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, quietly 
assembling an overwhelming force in 
East Prussia behind the Mazurian lakes, 
suddenly launched it in two columns 
against the unsuspecting Gen. Sievers. 

Retreat Was Cut Off. 

One column drove in from the South 
and threw back the Russians, who for 
months had been besieging the lake 
gateways to East Pruasia and the other 
column from the North swung round in 
wide circles to the eastward, and to the 
southward, aiming to join hands with 
the southern German column and cut off 
the retreat of the retiring Russians. 

The two wings of the drive closed to 
the east of Suwalki and Augustowo only 
a few hours too late to catch the entirs 
army. Most of the units of the Russian 
forces, however, were bogged. 

The delay which enabled the remnant 
to escape was due to nature. The line of 
advance of the southern column lay 
through the belts of swamps which form 
a natural defense of the Russian fron- 
tier. It is almost without roads, and 
troops attempting to use the cross-coun- 
try trails became .almost hopelessly 
bogged. The correspondent saw columns 
of infantry, many of whom had passed 
through mires more than ankle deep. 
Detachments of soldiers assisted in 
dragging the guns forward through the 
mud, but their progress was extremely 
slow. 

“Nature,’’ said the commander of one 
of the German corps engaged, to the 
correspondent, ‘‘always helped the Rus- 
sians. Two days of hard frost and we 
should have had every man.’’ The cor- 
respondent accompanied the right wing 
of the German armies engaged and it 
was to these troops that the heaviest 
part of the fighting fell.

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Germany's Great Field Machel. 
How He W on Latest Victory 


GEN. VON HINDENBERG. 


With the strongly fortified cities of Koenigsburg, Allenstein and Soldan 
as his bases, Field Marshal von Hindenberg moved the center of his army 
forward as if to strike the Russian over the Mazurian Lake passages, over 
which the Czar’s army had been trying to force its way for months. 
the fighting raged there, the Field Marshal dispatched overwhelming forces 
from his right and left wings to hit the enemy on both flanks.

While 
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sweeping down from the north, was 
called upon mostly for leg work to ac- 
complish marches of 40 miles daily in 
pursuit of the Russians, who fled after 
the four days’ engagement on,the Ma- 
gurian Lakes, and thereafter the Ssol- 
diers of the German left army were 
chiefly interested in getting away. 
Battle in Driving Snow. 

The battle in the svuth was of a 
unique character. Again nature aided 
the Russians. It was fought in a driv- 
ing snowstorm, a fierce cutting wind 
driving the flakes into the faces and 
eyes of the advancing Germans until 
they could scarcely see. 

When the Germans came to grips 
with the Russians they found their ri- 
fles so covered with ice and the muz- 
zles so choked with snow that the wea- 
pons could. not be fired. The troops, 
and these were under arms of one of 
the newly formed corps, were left only 
with their bayonets, but they stuck to 
their work despite heavy losses. 

The Russians were assuming the of- 
fensive when artillery, which hitherto 
had been unable to get up through the 
forests to the south of the Mazurian 
Lakes, arrived just in time and turned 
the scale. The.troops of this column 
pressed forward along the fairway, only 
a dozen miles wide, between the Ma- 
zurian Lakes and the Russian frontier, 
driving the Russians before them, but 
they were forced to turn three times to 
peat off the flank attacks from the 
south. 

The Rusian commander in chief made 
desperate efforts to come to the help of 
this army, whose plight by now was 
recognized. He sent in a column of 
troops from the Fortress of Lomza and 
from Kolno and from the fort at Osso- 
wetz. Each time the German commander 
faced a part of the troops to the south, 
defeated the Russian relief columns and 
then continued his march. 


Retreat in One Direction, 

The retreat of the Russians on this 
part of the field of operations could be 
made ir one direction, namely, the 
rortheast, as the swamp belt prevented 
their escape to the east or south. 

The troops from the center and north 
flank of the Russian position were by 
this time in full retreat eastward and 
southeastward, and under pressure, from 
the pursuing German forces, converg- 
ing on the Russian column, all aiming 
for the only remaining egress from the 
circle to the eastward of Suwalki. 

The Russians apparently became des- 
perately jammed and on Feb. 16, when 
the correspondent arrived at Grajevo 
on the heels of the entering German 
troops, the German commander was al- 
most confident that the bag would be 
complete. Then came the delay in get 
ting the flanking column across the 
fwamps to close the hole in the ring, 
and Gen. Sievers, with all his higher 
officers, and the remnant of his army 
got away. 

That the Russian commander was 
able under such road conditions to 
bring off as much artillery and trans- 
port as he did is, in the opinion of Ger- 
man experts, a most Jaudable achieve- 
ment. The roads are very narrow and 
obstructed with deep drifts of snow. 
Each drift usually is indicated by a 
cannon standing on its end or by a 
freight automobile which has been 
overturned in a ditch, showing that the 
Russians had suffered from the same 
obstacles. Several of the main roads 
were tried, but they were utterly im- 
passable on account of the snow. 

A picturesque scene, reminding one of 
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& canvas by the Russian painter, Ver- 
estchagin, was witnessed on the trip be- 
tween Augustowo and Suwalki. The 
road is cut like a canyon for 20 miles 
through a deze Russian pine forest and 
it formed the only available avenue for 
the advance’ of the German troops, 
which by this time had left the escaping 
Russian army to other hands, and were 
pressing forward to participate in a fur- 
ther operation. 

Along this 2 miles of roag@ was a 
solid stream of infantry, artillery and 
wagon trains, usually in three columns, 
moving irresistibly southward. The 
roadway was high pitched and slippery 
with ice. Smooth-shod horses were con- 
tinually going down. The infantrymen 
picked their way along the sides of the 
road. Almost every man was equipped 
with a staff which seemed to have been 
copied from Verestchagin’s soldiers. 

There was no stop or pause. The sol- 
diers ate as they marched. The horses 
were kept moving until they were 
through the woods, as there was no 
place to turn out and halt. For many 
miles before Augustowo was reached 
the same ceaselessly moving column of 
men, horses and guns had been encoun- 
tered—an army 50 miles long was on 
the march. 

The German general army headquar- 
ters announced on Feb. 18, two days 
before the foregoing dispatch was writ- 
ten, that 64,000 Russians had been cap- 
tured in the battle of the Mazurian 


US. SUGGESTS. 
PLAN 10 SETTLE 
FOOD PROBLEM 


Informal Proposals Made to Ber- 
lin and London Kept Se- 
cret at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 24—The first in- 
formation recived in Washington out- 
side the Government offices that the 
United States Government had made 
proposals to Germany and Great Britain 
for a possible settlement of the situa- 
tion arising from the British embargo 
on foodstuffs for Germany and the Ger- 
man submarine warfare against British 
shipping was contained in an Associated 
Press cal@egram from Berlin saying 
Ambassador Gerard had presented the 
proposais in Berlin. 

Newspaper correspondents seeking in-

The new communications are in no 
sense replies to the notes of Germany 
and Great Britain, though they relate to 
the same subject. They constitute what 
are described in diplomacy as “informal 
inquiries,’’ and frequently, if acceptable, 
become formal. 

It was recalled that a proposal for 
American supervision of distribution of 
foodstuffs was made by Germany, but 
could not be put into effect without the 
consent of all the belligerents. 

The Government War Risk Bureau, 
which insures the*hulls and cargoes of 
the Evelyn and Carib, plans to reduce 
some of its losses by salvaging their 
cotton cargoes if possible. Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department 
and Assistant Secretary Peters dis- 
cussed a plan with President Wilson. 
Secretary McAdoo pointed out that cot- 
ton was not easily damaged by water 
and that by salvaging the cause of the 
sinking of the vessels probably would 
be definitely determined. 


German Government Considering 
Latest American Proposals, 
BERLIN, via London, Feb. 24.—Berlin 
newspapers are displaying interest in 
the American note, presented to the 
Foreign Office the evening of Feb. 22, 
embodying certain informal proposals 
in the matter of foodstuffs for civil- 
ians and of submarine activities. This 
note is now being considered by the 

German Government. 

Referring to it, the Berlin Tageblatt 
says: ‘“‘We hear that this American note 
is couched in a form which would ap- 
pear to show that on the American side 
also there is no desire that this matter 
become more acute. The very fact that 
the American Government makes coun- 
ter proposals shows it has not been able 
fully to disregard the weight of Ger- 
many’s reasons.” :

KILLED IN| 
MUTINY AT SINGAPORE 


Hindus Said to Have Slain All Officers Except 
Colonel and’ Attacked Civilians— Japanese 
Marines Help Quell Riot 


By Associated Press. 

MANILA, Feb. 24.—Four hundred 
members of the mutinous Indian regi- 
ment, which revolted at Singapore, Feb. 
15, have been killed, as weil as seven 
German prisoners from the _ detention 
camp, who joined the natives when of- 
fered their freedom; according to re- 


ports of the uprising brought here by 
passengers from Singapore. The muti- 
neers are said to have killed all their 
officers save the Colonel and then at- 
tacked civilians, several of whom were 
Rilled, including one woman. 
The revolt began without warning. 
Half the Fifth Light Infantry of Ben- 
galez on their way to Egypt, number- 
ing 6500, suddenly attacked and %sub- 
dued the other half. Reports brought 
here are to the effect that the rebel- 
lious troops killed none of their Hindu 
soldiers who remained loyal, but they 
did kill some of their officers, 
including British and native. They 
then attacked the houses of ci- 
vilians, according to the stories, killing 
men, but sparing the women and chil: 
dren, who sought refuge on the trans- 
port Nile, lying in the harbor. The mu- 
tineers offered freedom to a]jl Germans 
in the detention camp who would Join 
them, Only seven of the prisoners ac- 
cepted this proposal, the others pre- 
ferring to remain where they were. 
The half regiment which remsiaan! 


loyal soon organized itself and started 
out to attack the mutineers. The troops 
were joined by Europeans of all age, 
who offered their services as volun- 
teers. I[n the running fights which fol- 
lowed four-fifths of the revolting Indians 
are said to have been killed and it is 
believed only about 100 now remain in 
the country surrounding Singapore. The 
troops which were attempting to quell 
the mutiny were reinforced the following 
day by sailors landed from French, Brit- 
ish and Japanese warships. The revolt 
began at a time when there were no war 
vessels .n port. 

Other reports received here from Sing- 
apore are to the effect that there are 
rumors of unrest among the natives in 
Rangoon, Colombo and Java. 


An official report given out at Lon- 
don last night by the Bureau of Infor- 
mation said that. the revolt of the na- 
tive troops was due to jealousy and dis- 
satisfaction concerning promotions. It 
was stated that in ‘a serious riot’’ 
which followed there was a “regretta- 
ble loss of life.” The casualties given 
were 2 persons killed, including eight 
officers, and others wounded. A com- 
munication issued later by the Colonial 
Office said 35 persons had been killed, 
14 of whom were residents of Singa- 
pore. The statement added that some 
of the rioters were killed and that a 
large number surrendered or were cap- 
tured.

STEAMER CA RIB’S

BERLIN, via London, Feb. 24.—A dis- 
patch from the American Vice-Consul 
at Bremerhaven declares the crew (30 
men) of the American steamer Carib, 
sunk in the North Sea, have been 
saved. It is understood, the Vice-Con- 
sul continues, that the Carib struck a 
mine in the Bight of Helgoland Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The Admiralty has communicated a 
memorandum to Commander Walter R. 
Gherardi, the American naval attache, 
pointing out that the destruction of the 
American steamers Evelyn and Carib 
was due to their not following the 
course prescribed by the Germar Ad- 
miralty to a point northwest of Helgo- 
land. The memorandum reiterates the 
assurance of the German Government 
as to the safety of the prescribed course. 

Capt. Smith of the Evelyn has been 
asked for a report as to the locality of 
the disaster.

effect on the gubernaicorial race. 

Parker's opinion holds that pending 
legislation looking toward an increase 
in maximum rates is superfluous. ‘‘The 
Legislature,’’ he says,”*‘has already con- 
ferred all the power that it can upon 
this commission to raise rates.”’

Film Picture Enthusiast Says She 


Finds Fascinating Mental Ex- 
ercise in Watching and Criti- 
cising the Silent Dramas.

E have had the causes and ef- 
W fects of a vast new element for 
considération in our modern life 
—moving picture popularity—analyzed 
from the commercial, the artistic, the 
moral points of view. | 

Moralists and artists have ready 
means of expression and seldom are 
backward about making known their 
opinions. And _ business, employing 
terms of figures, speaks a more tell- 
ing language than either. 

Not long ago Archbishop Glennon dis- 
cussed psychologically the effect of pic- 
ture shows, from the rare vantage point 
of one who never has looked upon a 
meion picture projection. ’ 

Being free from the taint either of 
prejudice or fascination, in large per- 
spective, his grace viewed their influ- 
ence upon present day life in gen- 
eral. 

Everybody of an analytical tendency 
hastens to discuss the various effects 
of’ this vast enterprise and influence 
while it is yet young and growing s0 
amazingly. Everybody is heard from, 
that is, except the party to the move- 
ment most concerned, the audience. 

The *audience expresses approval or 
disapproval of the picturés collectively 
and individually, and, in the decided 
and unmistakable terms of dollars and 
cents left in the cash register, you will 
say. 

But what I mean is, rarely has the 

movie’ devotee come to the front with 
a stated analysis of just how and why, 
where and when and to what extent 
this diversion affects him and his 
kind. 

Maybe, as the Archbishop said, habit- 
ual addiction to the movies brings on a 
state of “eye-mindedness.’’ Calling into 
use no faculty except the eye would 
tend to atrophy the other mental fac- 
ulties and promote shallowness and sup- 
erficiality. This was the fault the pre-

BURNED TO DEATH 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


John H. Stutzman Dies With Son 
and Two Daughters When 
Fire Destroys Home. 


Dean Stutzman, 17 years old, who es- 
caned from a midnight fire im which his 
father, John H. Stutzman, his younger 
brother and two sisters were burned to 
death at 3121 Summit avenue, East St. 
Louis, said today that he might heve 
Saved at least one of them if a crowd of 
gaping spectators had been willing to 
help him in putting up a ladder. 

The father, who was 46 years old, and 
was a collector for a loan agency, sac- 
rificed his own opportunity for escape 
in order to awaken the four children. 
The three who. died with him, after 
vain attempts to escape by the front 
and rear stairways, were Floy Stutzman, 
16 years old; Mabel, 15, who was partly 
paralyzed, and Harold, 14. 

The Stutsman family lived on the 
second floor of the Summit avenue 
frame building, which Stutzman owned, 
and the first floor of which was used 
as a grocer and residence by W. A. 
McFarland. The grocer and his wife 
escaped. The loss from the burning of 
the building and grocery stock is esti- 
mated at $2500. The home of H. H. 
Grant, 805 North Thirty-second street, 
was damaged $100. The first alarm was 
sent in at 12:25 a. m. 

Survivor Tells Story. 

Dean Sutzman said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: “I was sleeping with 
my brother, when father came in and 
told us to get up, as there was.a fire. 
We turned out and put on some of our 
clothes, while father went into the girls’ 
room. A moment later Mabel, my crip- 
pled sister, came into my room and 
Harold went out in the hall, where my 
father and my other sister were. 

“Father called to us to go down the 
frant stairway, and said the back stairs 
were all afire. I went to the front 
stairs, and the flames burst into my 
face. Then I ran to the back stairs. 
and saw there was no chance there. 
either. I opened the back window and 
tried to get Mabel to tet me help her 
get through the window, so she could 
jump. I told her it would be better to 
jump and get hurt a little than to stay 
there and be burned up. But she 
wouldn't go. 

“Then I called to my father, sister 
and brother to come back to my room, 
thinking they could get out of the win- 
dow and take Mabel. but they didn’t 
answer. The house was full of smoke, 
and it wus getting so hot that I couldn’t 
stand it. So I hung out of the window, 
and dropped, and it didn’t hurt me. 

“IT ran back to a coal shed and found 
a ladder. It was a big one, so heavy 
that I couldn’t handle it by myself.

Supreme Court Holds St. Louis 
and East St. Louis Are Not 
One City Commercially. 


The action of the Supreme Court of 
the United States yesterday approving 
the decree drawn by the United States 
District Court of St. Louis—which de- 
cree was the final step necessary to 
make law of the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion in the celebrated suit of the Gov- 
ernment against the Terminal Railroad 
Association—knocked out finally the 
Government’s contention that the Court 
should order the railroad to consider 
St. Louis and East St. Louis as ons 
common commercial center that the 
freight and passenger rates should be 
the same to both cities. 

This was the long contest to kill the 
“bridge arbitrary.” 
arbitrarily fixed by the railroads for 
hauling freight and passengers from 
East St. Louis into St. Louis, which is 
out of all proportion to the charge made 
for hauling freight and passengers the 
same distance on the main lines of the 
railroads. 

While the decision of the Supreme 
Court legalizes the “bridge arbitrary,” 
it again makes it clear that the réason- 
ableness of the excess charge for de- 
livery of passengers and freight into St. 
Louis shall always be subject to deter- 
mination by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and that the shipping in- 
terests can at any time go before the 
commission with evidence to support a 
claim of-unreasonable discrimination 
against St. Louis in i1avor of East St. 
Louis. 

Reads Freed From Contracts. 

The final action of the Supreme Court 
also makes law of the mandate of the 
Court compelling a reorganization of 
certain Terminal contracts to release the 
16 proprietary railroads from an obli- 
gation to perpetually and exclusfvely 
use the terminal and switching facilities 
of the Terminal Railroad Association. 

The proprietary railroads are left free 
to do as they please about using other 
than Terminal Railroad facilities for 
getting into or out of St. Louis. Any one 
of the 15 railroads may, if it chooses, 
use the free bridge, and may voluntar- 
ily discontinue charging the arbitrary. 

The suit against the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, charging it with viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law, was 
started by the Government in 1905. The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
handed down its first decision in the 
case in April, 1912, but the attorneys 
for the Government and the Terminal 
disagreed as to the meaning of the de- 
cree on the subject of the bridge ar- 
bitrary. 
¥%E. C. Crow, for the Government, main- 
tained that the Supreme Court intended 
to abolish the arbitrary, and H. S. 
Priest, for the Terminal, asserted that 
the decision legalized -the arbitrary. The 
Supreme Court merely said that the 
Terminal and the proprietary lines 
should be enjoined from charging any 
arbitrary within the so-cailed 100-mile 
zone that was not equally and in like 
manner cbharged in respect of traffic 
originating outside of that area. 


Railroads Absorb Arbitrary. 
Before the decision was handed down 


the railroads had abolished the arbi- 
trary, as an independent charge, on 
freight traffic originating outside of the 
100-mile zone. While the Terminal Rail- 
road Association continued to make a 
charge for hauling the traffic from East 
St. Louis to St. Louis, the railroads ab- 
sorbed this charge and it did not ap- 
pear in the freight bills of the shipper. 
The Government, through its coun- 
sel, sought to have the United States 
District Court in St. Louis, which had 
been directed by the Supreme Court to 
write the decree to carry the mandate 


of the higher court Into effect, to spe- | 


cifically prohibit any “bridge arbi- 
trary”’ by providing that the rate to St. 
Louls and East st. Louis should be 
the same on all freight and passenger 
service. The Dirtrict Contrt, on two 
refused to grant 
the Government's demand, and prepared 
decrees in which substantially the lan- 


Permitted to Do Switching. 

Under these decrees the Terminal con- 
tinued to charge the arbitrary, and the 
Government appealed to the Supreme 
Court, asking that tribunal to interpret 
its own decision. The Termina! also 
appealed from a provision of the de- 
cree which prohibited it from doing 
industrial switching on its own lines. 

These were the only two points in 
controversy before the Supreme Court. 
The Court refused to give its mandate 
the interpretation sought by the Gov- 
ernment to abolish the arbitrary, but 
modified the decree to permit the Ter- 
minal to do industrial switching and 
tc carry passengers between points on 
its own lines. Many manufacturers, 
whose plants were on the line of the 
Terminal, intervened in its behalf in 
the effort to have the lines reopned for 
industrial eee sce

BILL FOR SALOONS 


Missouri Drys Put Measure in 
Shape for Passage by Vote 
of 87 to 47. 


MAKE SLIGHT CONCESSION 


Clause Preventing Bills Refer- 
ence to People Is Retained 
by Vote of 73 to 59. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24.—The ac- 
tion of the House late yesterday after- 
noon in ordering to engrossment a 
11 o'clock saloon closing Dill by a vote 
of 8&7 to 47, demonstrated conclusively 
that the House is prepared to pass the 
most drastic anti-liquor legislation which 

may be placed before it. 

The vote also demonstrated that un- 
less the Senate balks on the program 
of the drys or the Supreme Court holds 
that anti-liquor legislation is not neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of 
the pubiic health and safety, all of the 
dry legislation planned by the Missouri 
Anti-Saloon League will become effec- 
tive. 

The drys are not nearly so strong in 
the Senate as they are:in the House. 
They have been saying since the election 
last fall that thy would have 92 votes 
in th House whenever the test came. 
They mustered 87 votes yesterday after- 
noon and there were several knowr 
drys absent, as only 72 votes are needed 
to pass a bill in the House there is no 
doubt of the ability of the drys to car- 
ry out their full plans there. 

The early closing bill was considered 
probably the most drastic of all the 
dry bills unless it is the bill prohibit- 
ing saloons within five blocks of any 
building used for reNgious, educational 
orgharitable purposes. It was expected 
that all of the conservative drys would 
vote against the early closing bill or 
against the plan to prevent its refer- 
ence to the people under the referen- 
dum. There were only a few deflec- 
tions, however. 

Make Concession to Wets, 

It is true that for some unaccount- 
able reason, the drys at the last mo- 
ment made a concession to the wets in 
changing the time for closing the sa- 
toons. The bill as originally drawn re- 
quired the closing of saloons at 8 
o'clock. The Criminal Jurisprudence 
Committee changed the hour to 9 
o’clock. When the bill was called up 
for engrossment Representative Shan- 
non, the recognized leader of the drys. 
asked that the committee amendment be 
killed, and that a substitute amend- 
ment providing for closing at 11 o’clock 
be adopted. This was done. 

The real test of strength of the drys 
came on an amendment offered by Rep- 
resentative Schofield of Hannibal, which 
sought to take from the bill a section 
which provided that the closing of sa- 
loons at 11 o’clock was necessary for 
the health and safety of the citizens of 
the State. The initiative and referen- 
dum chapter of the Constitution con- 
tains the provision that “Laws neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of 
the public peace, health or safety and 
laws making appropriations for the 
current expenses of the State Govern- 
ment” shall not be subject’ to the ref- 
erendum. This clause is an exact copy 
of the Oregon Constitution. In the Ore- 
gon the drys adopted anti-liquor legis- 
lation with the provision that it could 
not be referred. The Supreme Court of 
Oregon upheld the action. The drys are 
staking their campaign on this decision 
and the belief that the Missouri Su- 
preme Court will hold the same as did 
the Oregon Supreme Court. 

Schofield’s amendment yesterday aft- 
ernoon was supported in debate by only 
one of the members considered .a rad- 
ical dry. He was Representative Feas- 
ter of Henry County. Only 59 members 
supported the amendment. Seventy- 
three voted against it, or one more 
than is necessary to pass a bill It is 
considered almost certain that these 
73 would vote for any anti-liquor leg- 
islation and that four or five members 
who were absent yesterday can be 
counted on. 

Drys Claim 19 Votes in Senate. 

The exact situation in the Senate has 
not developed. Eighteen votes are need- 
ed in the Senate to pass a bill. The 
drys say they are certain of 19 votes 
for their measures and that on nearly 
all of their measures they are cer- 
tain of 20 votes. The Senate calendar 
is crowded and none of the dry bills 
have reached the Senate. When they do 
they will be placed at the foot of the 
calendar. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
drys can muster a@ majority vote to 
get the bills advanced on the calendar. 
Senator William H. Phelps, one of the 
wet leaders, who seldom talks about 
what he is going to do, is known to 
have said privately that he was cer- 
tain none of the dry bilsl would pass 
in the Senate. rf Phelps knows what 
he is talking about, the bills either wi!) 
be defeated in the Senate or never will 
come to a vote. 

The attitude of Senator John F. Mor- 
ton of Ray County on the anti-liquor 
legislation’ is being awaited with con- 
siderable interest. Morton formerly was 
known as a wet. Recently he vigor- 
ously resented a newspaper story which 
mentioned him among the wet leaders 
of the Senate. Morton declared he was 
neither wet nor dry, and that he would 
vote on each bill Presented in accord- 
ance with his views on the particular 
measure. Morton had opposition from 
some of the liquor interests of Kansas 
City in his campaign for election, and 
when he first reached Jefferson City he 
was anything but friendly to the liquor 
interests. The drys, however, are count- 
ing him among the wets and recently 
published in one of their papers an at- 
tack on him. 

In the debate on the bill Representa- 
tive Farris said: 

“This bill is the result of intolerance 
which vou are pleased to parade before 


the people as virtue and niorality. You 


, 


|simply* say, ,I ‘will regulate you, and | 
make you do as 1 want you to do.’ 

“You ought.to have passed this bill as 
it was originally drawn. You ought to 
have added that theaters, picture shows 
and restaurants should be closed at 9:30; 
that all lights should be extinguished at 
19 o’clock and all persons should go to 
bed at that hour. You should provide 
that Any person on the street at 10:30 
should be arrested as a criminal and 
that the fact that he was found away 
from his own home should be prima 
facie evidence of his guilt. 

‘‘The bill is undemocratic. Personally 
I don’t care what you do with this bill, 
but. any party which passes such a 
bill will surely meet with punishment at 
the hands of the people.’’

Bruchs has asked for the aid of spe- 
cial assistants in investigating the 
case, 

A number of persons have said they 
heard an explosion, some of them hav- 
ing been nine blocks away at the time. 
Mrs Ada Titzell, one of the second- 
floor tenants of the Lucy Building, 
which was partly burned, said she 
heartl six or seven explosions. 

As the theory has been advanced 
that gas might have caused the explo- 
sions, a Post-Dispatch reporter made 
an inquiry today from C. H. Quacken- 
bush, president of the St. Clair County 
Gas & Electric Co. 

Quackenbush said he had just fin- 
ished an investigation of the premises, 
and that he had found it was impossi- 
ble that gas should have had anything 
to do with the origin of the fire. 

He said there was no gas in the 
building, no meter and no gas pipes, 
save for one small service pipe in the 
basement wall, and that this pipe was 
plugged. 

Fred W. Ziegenhein, son of a former 
Mayor of St. Louis, and president of 
the furniture company which occupied 
the building, toId the reporter yester- 
day that the building contained noth- 
ing, sO far as he knew, which could 
have occasioned an explosion of any 
consequence. The only combustibles in 
the building, he said, were a few cans 
of varnish and shellac, and two or 
three small bottles of benzine.

Charles M. Thomson, who was unop- 
posed as the Progressive candidate, is 36 
years old, the youngest of the nomi- 
nees. Thomson !s a lawyer, a former 
Alderman, and was elected to Congress 
in 1912, He was defeated, however, for 
re-election last fall. 


Harrison Makes Statement. 

Harrison issued a statement announc- 
ing that he would not enter the race as 
an independent candidate. 

“The vote seems to me,’’ he said, “to 
indicate that the people of Chicago want 
a ‘wide open’ town.” 

Seymour Stedman, a lawyer, was un- 
opposed as the Socialist candidate for 
Mayor. 

This was the third primary at whith 
women could vote and they polled a 
vote nearly three times the size of any 
former primary. There were approxi- 
mately 65,000 Republican women votes 
and 90,000 Democratio. 


Wife Aided Harrison. 
Although Harrison was a pronounced 
}advocate of woman's suffrage and he 
was aided in the campaign by his wife, 
Edith Ogden Harrison, well known lo- 
cally as a writer, the woman vote con- 
tributed largely to his defeat. Sweitzer 
had the backing of Roger Sullivan, long 
a power in Democratic politics in Chi- 
cago. 

More than a score of arrests were 
made at the polls during the day, many 
political workers being locked up for 
activities near the polling places. A 
dozen Or so fights were reported and 
police patrols were on the jump all day 
answering riot calls. WEight-year-old 
Agnes Scanion was shot in the foot 
when a policeman in the Third Ward 
fired two shots into a crowd of political 
workers who had attacked him. 

The wife of the Mayor, in commenting 
on the result of the election, said she 
was sorry, yet not sorry. Contininuing, 
she said, “Don't think we are downheart- 
ed and tn need of sympathy. Of course, 
I am terribly sorry in one way, but we 
shall have Mr, Harrison with us—with 
his family—so much more now, and 
then’——. 

She held up her hand to indicate with 
the five fingers the number of terms 
Harrison has been Mayor. 

“Nobody can beat that record,”’ she 
added with a smile. 


BILL TO DEPRIVE CLERKS OF 
INSURANCE FEES APPROVED 


Missour! House Committee Makes F'a- 
vorable Report Upen the 
Bowers Measure. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24.—Bills in- 
troduced by Representative Bowers of 
Wayne County, to have turned into the 
State Treasury, Insurance Department 
fees, which for many years have been 
retained by clerks of the department, to- 
day were reported favorably in the 
House by the Insurance Committee. 
Walter Chorn, chief actuary of the de- 
partment, who recently admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that he re- 
ceived approximately $3000 a year in fees 
in addition to his $2000 salary, appeared 
before the committee in opposition to 
the bills. 
Under the present law, fees paid by 
the life insurance companies for exam- 
ination of the companies or valuation of 
their policies are paid directly to the per- 
son making the examination and re- 
tained by him. Chorn has made a valua- 
tion of the policies, receiving the lega! 
fee of $10 per million dollars of poli- 
cles. J. C. Harvey of St. Louis, who is 
not connected with the Wepartment, has 
examined the companies and has been 
paid $% a day by them, $15 a day more 
than the legal fee.

This district, for 
the 10-months period in 1913, paid $1,494,- 
728 income tax, of which $976,892 was paid 
by corporations and $517,831 by individ- 
uals. This year the income tax must-be 
paid for the 12 months of 1914, but Col- 
lector Moore as yet cannot estimate the 
local tax, 


Office te Be Kept O e 
Although Saturday selma ie a half 


holiday, the Collector’s office will be 
kept open next Saturday until 6 p m. 
for the accommodation of taxpayers. 
Monday will be the last day for filing 
returns without penalty, and it is prob- 


that day, will follow its precedent of 
last year and telegraph instructions to 
all Collectors to keep their offices open 
until midnight that day. 

Persons living outside the city are 
mailing their income tax returns to 
the Collector. Each of these returns 
must be witnessed by a notary publia 


A number of such returns have been 


mailed back for lack of a notary’s sig- 
nature, or for other errors .in filing 
blanks. 

There are many points about the in- 


come tax law which did not develop 
last year, and thousandg of income tax 


payers consequently do not know just 
what they are to do to comply strictly 
with the provisions of the law. With 
contradictory rulings almost daily from 
Washington, income tax payers are not 
blamed by the officials here when they 
are guilty of minor shortcomings due 
wholly to their failure to grasp all the 
details of the law. 

Official Salaries; Exempt. 

Married men will be entitled to ex- 
emption if their income in 1914 did not 
exceed $4000, and unmarried men will 
escape taxation if their incomes were 
not in excess of $3000 a year. All State, 
county, city or village officials are ex- 
empt from taxation so far as their 
salaries are concerned, but outside in- 
comes in excess of the amounts of thelr 
salaries must be made the subject of 
returns to the collector. 
Under the law all United States offi- 
clals, other than Federal Judges and 
the President in offide when the income 
tax law was passed, are subject to in- 
come taxes—that is, all married men 
whose salaries exceed $4000 and unmar- 
ried men whose income exceeds $3000 
Federal Judges appointed after the law 
was passed and future Presidents must 
pay income taxes. Supreme Justice Mc- 
Reynolds is the only member of the Su- 
preme Court who has to pay an in- 
come tax. Federal Judge Dyer of St. 
Louis, for example, will not have to pay 
an income tax on his salary as long as 
he remaing on the bench, but his suc- 
cessor will have to. 


All persons failing to file returns be- 
fore March 1, or on that date, are liable 
to a penalty, which means an extra as- 
sessment of 50 per cent on the amount 
of their tax. Should a taxpayer be ab- 
sent from the district, or be prevented 
from filing his return through illness 
he must make this fact known to Col- 
lector Moore in March, and if the ex- 
cuses are accepted, extensions of time 
until April 1 will be allowed. Applica- 
tions for extensions of time received 
after March 30 will not be considered. 

Penalty Is Added, 

The income tax need not be paid be- 
fore June 30, the end of the fiscal year, 
but if it is not paid by that time a pen- 
alty of 5 per cent of the total tax is 
added and interest charged at the rate 
of 1 per cent a month until paid. A 
penalty is provided by the law for fail- 
ure to file tax returns within the time 
limit set by the statute or within the 
period of extension that may be granted, 
and this involves a fine of not less 
than $1000 or more than $10,000.

Househplders are not privileged to 
charge off, in the staterrent of their 
incomes, the cost of actual living ex- 
penses. A physician may deduct from 
his account the cost of maintaining an 
office when it is in his home or in an 
ppartment rented by him. 

Another new ruling is that Americans 
living abroad, or nonresident aliens hav- 
ing an income from this country, must 
file their returns with the Collector of 
the district in which is their principal 
place of business. The terms, nonres- 
idents and aliens not only mean citizens 
of foreign births, but American wom- 
en who have married aliens and live 
abroad. 

Another feature of the law is that if 
a person earns $6000 a year as book- 
keeper in a bank and he should lose 
$10,000 In a railroad stock transaction 
he has to pay taxes on the $5000, minus 
the $8000 or $4000 exempted, depending 
on whether he is married.

The change of the well established rule, 
however, where such a change would inure 
only to the benefit of One of the parties, 
might well be regarded as upneutral, as has 
been pointed ont by the President. 

Neutrality leagues, therefore, that are or- 
ganized to press legislation fn the nature of 
an embargo ‘on the sale of arms and ammu- 
nition de not seem to be rightly named. 

But he urged as an even stronger objection to an 
embargo that the sale of arms and ammunition is 
based on the highest national interest in three 
particulars: ;

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ST. LOUIS RAILROADS ARE FREE. 

The United States Supreme Court refuses to 
modify the wording of the decreé concerning the 
arbitrary charge of the St. Louis Terminal Rail- 
way Association, formulated by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. This means that the clause refer- 
ring to the arbitrary stands as originally written 
by the Supreme Court and incorporated in the 
decree by the Court of Appeals. 
merely prohibits any charge within the 100-mile 
zone that is not made on the same commodities 
outside of the zone. 

The court does not uphold the arbitrary 
charges, but refuses to make a specific ruling 
abolishing it on the ground that this would be 
an interference with the act to regulate inter- 
state commerce and with the powers and duties 
cf the commission under that act. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has al- 
ready acted on the coal arbitrary of 20 cents a 
ton, holding that it was a justifiable charge. The 
arbitrary question is adjudicated in court and 
for the present at least, is settled by the com- 
mission. 

The only other point dealt with by the court 
is the right of the Terminal to make a charge 
for traffic originating and ending within the 
terminal zone, which is now embodied in the 
decree. 

The great victory of the original suit stands 
in the decree and is emphasized in the court’s 
review. The monopoly contracts and practices 
o* the Terminal combine are abolished. The use 
of the Terminal system is open on equal terms 
to all railroads without restriction. The union’ 
terminals are the terminals of each and all the 
railroads using them. The railroads are free 
and independent and can make what St. Louis 
rates they please with the approval of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

With all the railroads freed from Terminal 
monopoly restrictions and with the free bridge 
in operation, if St. Louis doe- r-'--) - 
the city is entitled to it will be the fault of 
St. Louis shippers.

“A feeling of some uneasiness, a8 4 
result of the repeated blowing up ‘of 
our merchant ships by German mines, 
Was natural; yet the fear of {nterna- 
tional complications was certainly miti- 
gated by the fact that the cargoes which 
went to the bottom were materials con- 
signed to Germany itself, and urgently 
needed there. 

“It was impossible to draw clear in- 
ferences from the note known to have 
been sent by our Government, iy the 
matter of the ‘war zone,’ because the 
secret of its contents was well kept, 
and Wall street knew no more of its 
nature than did the rest of the com- 
munity. Perhaps the inclination was to 
regard it as the formal transmission of 
some German proposals for a compro- 
mise in the food embargo question. As 
to what practical results would come 
of any such suggestions, the Stock Ex- 
change was Skeptical. But perhaps the 
mere display of a friendly disposition 
was accepted as likely to lessen the 
diplomatic strain. 

Foreigners Are Sellers, 

“In stocks, and particularly in 
bonds, there ,.was Sap perngpenet for- 
eign selling—not on such scale 
as the market used Pn gy, Fie ss last 
September, but perhaps in greater 
uantity than that of recent weeks. 

hese sales may have played a part 
in the day’s later recovery of ster- 
ling exchange, after the rate had al- 
most touched the low level of last 
week, Probably, however, the per- 
sistent belief that London will es- 
tablish some gort of credit Prlance 
here, on which to draw, combined 
with the uncertainties caused to our 
trade by the Von Terpitz naval pre 
gram, were the important influ- 
ences, 

“The Iron Age reported a consid- 
erably larger daily run of orders in 
the past month’s steel trade, fore- 
shadowing larger operations at the 
mills in March. 

Sterling Exchange Irregular. 

“After opening % cent down at 
4.79%, sterling exchange declined to 
4.79%. Then there wag a recovery, 
and on buying by banking interests 
the rate advanced to 4.79%. The de- 
cline in the pricg of German bills 
depressed the rate to 82%, comparing 
with 83% yesterday, and represent- 
ing the lowest level yet touched by 
Berlin exchange. There was very lit- 
tle demand for exchange on any of 
the great foreign markets other than 
London, and bankers were careful 
not to buy more exchange than they 
actually needed, There was virtually 
no demand for exchange on Paris or 
On Vienna, and in casés where bank- 
ers had large amounts to sell they 
were able usually to market only a 
portion of their holdings. 

“Marine underwriters named slight- 
ly higher rates for war risk protec- 
tion, the changes being for the moat 
part % of 1 per cent.

“There was a sentimental harden- 
ing of money rates, which was 
scarcely reflected in the quotations 
for time money or commercial paper. 
This movement was shown, however, 
in the disinclination of some of the 
large lending institutions to put 
much money out for long periods. 

Exports Are Large. 

“The week-to-week returns of our 
Ocean trade continue to provide the 
more tangible explanation of the extra- 
ordinary condition of the foreign ex- 
changes. Following the January state- 
ment, showing an excess of exports $6,- 
700,000 above the highest previous month- 
ly record, and showing also an excess 
for the seven past months (despite the 
very bad statements of the autumn), 
which have been only four times ex- 
ceeded in the history of the country, the 
Government today carries February’s 
preliminary figures up to last » tar dar fag 

“At the country’s principal ports, last 
week’s surplus of merchandise exports 
is reported as $31,783,000. This makes the 
total export excess for the month, with 
eight days more to be accounted for, 
$99,238,000, and indicates something like 
$130,000,000 for the full month of Feb- 
ruary. Except for the two preceding 
months and for one month in 1913, this 
would again be the largest monthly ex- 
cess in our history. 

‘What part the export of materials 
and munitions to the European belliger- 
ents has played in this movement ev- 
eryone Knows. Those figures are noi 
yet available for last month; but the 
increase in such shipments over Jar- 
uary, 1914, must certainly have been 
greater than the $37,000,000 of December. 
and it has probably been still larger in 
the present month. Today, however, 
the Government gives values of last 
month’s agricultural exports. 

“Despite the decreased value of cot- 
ton shipments, the total is not only 

8,500, ahead of January, 1914, bui 
has been exceeded in only two ‘other 
months of our history—October, 1913, 
and November, 1912. In each of these 
months, moreover, bes onsen exports were 
valued nearly $40,000,000 above those of 
January. It is the exceptional ship- 
ment of food material: which has pulled f 
up the agricultural total. Last month 
the breadstuffs exports almost exactly 
duplicated December's and, except for 
that month, ran beyond all monthly 
shipments in our history.”
